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sur, of Missouri, and Mr. Voorhees, of Washing-
ton. The latter strongly favored the admission
of Washington Territory as a State,

Mr. Oakes, of Alabama; Mr. Herbert, of Als-
bama, and Mr. MeMiilin, of Tennessee, opposed
the admission of any of the Territories at this
time, as all of them would go lepublican if ad-
mitted now,

Mr. Cox. of New York, said the Demoecrats
mizht as weil anticipate the inevitable and ad-
mit the Territories which wersclamoring for ad-
mission; if they were not admitted now they
would be scon, and the Demoecratic
party would gain no prestige from it If ad-
mitied now they would reap whatever prestige
there was to be derivad from doing a just and
righteous act. Speeker Carlisle spoke in the
same strain. Ha favored admitung all of the
Territories named in the Springer or omnibus
bill. This view seemed to be the view of
the caucus, and the following resciution was
adopted:

Resolved, That, in the judgment of this ecancus,
provision should be made by which Dakota may be
sdmitted into the Union as one State or two Siates,
a8 the people of the two proposed Htates may Lerve-
after determine; also, that the neeessary legislation
onght to be provided for the early admission into the
Union of the Territores of Washington,
Montara and New Mexico; that  these
measures should all be embodied in one bill, either by
the amendment of the pending bill or otherwise, as to
details, as the committee on Territories shall de-
termine; and that au order of the House for the con-
sideration of the measure should be made at an early
day and the biil considered in the Houseat the earliest
day practicable.

A separate resointion was spproved, admit-
ting the Territory of Utah as a State.

At 10:45 the ecauecus adjourned. No other
guestion than the admission of the Territories
was considered.

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE CONVENTION.

Dr. Hedrick Johnson, of Chicago, Gives His
Opinlon of the Ungodly Sunday Newspaper.
Wasnisgrox, Dee. 13.—A large delegation
from the American Sabbath convention had a
bearing this morning io the reception-room of
the Senate before the committse on education
and labor, which had before it the bili intro-
duced last May by Mr, Blair, *‘to secure to the
people the enjoyment of the first day of the
week, ecommon!y known as the Lord’s day, as a

day of rest, and to promote its observance as
o day of religious worship." The mem-

bers of the committas presant wers Senators
Blsir (ebairman), Wilson of Iowa, Palmer, Call
and Payne, The object of the hLearing was to
preas upon the committee the consideration and
passage of this bill. The delegation was in-
troduced by Rev. W. F. Craft, of New York,
who presentad many documents bearing on the

subject, ineluding Cardinal Gibbons's letter,
and stated that the petitions for the ge of
the bill represented nearly 054,000, persons.
Toe speakers were Mrs. J. C, Bateham, C. B.
Boyd, A. S. Diven, formarly of the Erie rail-
way; Rev. T. P. Stephenson and Rev. F. W,
Conrad—all of the above named favor-
ing the bill. Rev. Dr. Lewis, rsoresent-
ing the Seventh-day Baptists, opposed the
bill, or desired to have Seventh-day Bapsists,
Seventh-day Adventists and Jews exempted
from its operation, He asked that the bill be so
amended, on the broad ground of com=cience,
and of the coustitutional rights of membersof
those communities. He ssked that they should
be permitted to earry on legitimate business on
the first day of the week, as their religion re-
quired them not to do so in the saventh day.

Mr. Sterns, secretary of the National Temper-
ance Society, and Mra. Batsham, of the Wom-
en’s Christisn Union, favored the bill, and Prof.
Alonzo T. Jones, of the Battle Creek, Mich.,
lostitute, representiog the Seventh-day Advent-
fats, and Mr. Wolfl, of Washington, opposed it.
The latter said that the proposed legislation was
fraught with dangers more imminent thsn
Coogress could imagive, and he appealed to the
ecommittes to give dus consideration to the mat-
ter, and econsider the souree of the petitions
aod the easy manner of obtaining them bdefore
taking action on the matter.

At 2 o'clock the President received the dele-
gates and the Sabbath observance convention.

The afternoon session of the Sabbath Union
Convention waes presided over by the Rev. S
H. Greene, of Calvary Baptist Charch. The
Rev. Dr. W. W. Evarta. of Chicago, resd a pa-
per entitled **A Reply to the Secular Attack on
the Sabbath”

At this evening’s session the prineipal event
was the spsech of Prof. Herrick Johnson, D. D.,
ot Chicago, who spoke on the Sunday news-
paper. He prefaced his address with a state.
ment of the points he proposed to speak
upoan. There were four of these
points, which he enumerated as follows:
“What is the Sunday cewspaper! Why is it
herel What is it doing, and what are we going
to do about it!” Proceeding to his address, he
said the Sunday newspaper is the daily news-
paper carried into Sunday, enlarged, but not
glorified or sanctified. It is a great moeaie, con-
taining all sorts of materia! About the world,
the flesn and the devil, and very often a great
deal that is vieious and unclean. As to why the
Scnday newspaper 18 here, Prof, Johnson said
that 1t is proadod that & necessity exists for
it, but that plea, he wsaid, was cone
of absurdity; the newspaper is here
for the money there is in it
The Sunday newspaper. he claimed, is keeving
Iarge numbers of workiogmen [rom the enjoy-
ment of a day to which they are entitled. 1t is
j=possible to do the seven days' work in six,
and it was no evidence, he clsimed, that, be-
causs the Sunday newspaper office looked qu:et
on Sunday, that the men who worked there
votil 4 o'cloek in the morning were enjoyving
their Sunday. The Sunday newspaper is thrust
upon the people on the sireet on Sun-
day. Wbhy is it that is was allowed
to be thus wsold on the street, while
the ordioary peddisr is required to keep
the Sabbath day by stopping bis business? It
is necesasary to seek Sunday amusements il per-
gons desire them. Not so with the Sunday
pewspaper. That is thrust into the home. It
keeps the people from go!ng to church and makes
it herder for those who attempt to do so regu-
larly. It has invaded the quiet of the country
to the detriment of the Sabbath. The boys
who sell tha papers sre encouraged to trample
upon the Sabbaih, and its tendency is to defeat
the seopsibilities of the people of God.
As to what is to be done in re
gard to this important subjecs, Profesasor
Johuson said the people must beget a
conscience in which should be woven a love for
the Sabbath. God bad appointed the Sabbath,
and he bad told the people how to keep it. In
conelusion he appealed for a publie conscienes,
anided by that or the individual, to urge upon the
business men the urgency of reform, and he was
satisfied the desired end could be reached

Resolutions asking Congress to amend the
Constitation of the United States, forbidding
the manufacture, sale and carrying of intoxicat-
ing Jiguors in the United States, were adopted,
alter which the convention adjourned sine die.

MINOK MATTERS,

A Protest Against the Importation of Actors
Under Contract.

WasmingToN, Dee. 13 —Louis Aldrich, Har-
ley Merry and Lewis M. Saoger, 8 committee
representing the Actors’ Order of Friendship,
appeared before the Ford committee on investi-
gation of immigration, to-day, and ssked that
the contract-labor law be amended so as to in-
clude professional actors and musicians among
the classes prohibited from eatering the United
States under a labor contract. At present the
law specially exempts aetors and musicians from
its provisions. Under this exemption, the com-
mittee said that large numbers of foreign actors
were aonoally brought to this country for the
sole reason that they would work cheaper than
Awmerican actors. The money obtained was not

spent here, but was taken back to the countries
whenece they came when their engagement was
at an end. They did pot, the committes said,
object to the presence of stars, but to the host
of minor actors they brought with them, and
to the cheap grade of foreigo actors whom
Awmerican manpagers imported solely bacause of
their cheapness. The American actors were
the equals of their foreigh Lrethren in every re-
spect. Maoy of the American actors had served
tke country during the war, and they all con-
tributed to the prosperisy of tke country.
Their profession was  already over-
crowded, and they thought themselves
fairly entitled w0 protection against the
whole importation of cheap foreign actors
whe were under no obligations to the Ugited
States. Mary Anderson, they deciared, bad
brought her whole company from Fugland be-
eauseé she could bire them cheaper than Ameri-
eans. Others bad, for the same reason, im-
ported all their ballet girls, actors end stage
people. The committee complsined that the
wardrobes, stage properties and scenery were
all imported contrary to law, without pa) meot
of customs duties, and to the detriment of Amer-
feans. This was done, the committes ceclared,
through the ballet girls and others falsely awear-
ing that the wardrobes and other property were

Recordership Declared Invalid,

of Another from Joliet—Trials and Con-
viclions for Manslaughter.

The Morgan County Recordership Case De-
cided Against the Demoeratic Claimant.
Bpecial to the Indianapolis Journas

MArTINSVILLE, Dec. 13. —When Indiana held
her biennial elections in October, the Recorder's
torm of office in this county expired about the
last of that month. Thus the Recorder-elect
could take his office directly. The date of elec-
tion being changed to November in 1852, neces-

gitated a change in the date of the commission
for this office or eise that he should bs electoed
two years before the trmne for him te take his
office. In 1882, Harrison H, Olds was elected
to this office on the Republican ticket. His pre-
decessor’s time expired Oct. 26, 1854, but he held
the office until the 14th of November, when Mr,
Olds received his cornmission, granted that day.
He was all owed to bhold over by the Governor,
in order to obviate having to elect a man two
years before time for him to take his office.
Consequently it would not be necessary to elect
another until at the general election in 1888,
just previous to the expiration of Mr. Olde's

term. However, Col. J. K. Scott, of this city,
thought he saw a knot-hole through which
he, a Democrat, might ecrawl into
the recorder’'s chair. He claims that Olds's
term of office expired Oct 26, 1853. A few days
before the election, in 1836, he had bhis name
printed in Democratic tickets, and managed to
get 1,800 cast for him. There was a total vote
that year of 4,400, 2,255 of which were Repub-
lican. All electors of Morgan county belisved
there should be no election of recorder, there-
fore there was no election call for the election
of ona. Scott did not disclose Lis intentions to
make a race for recorder, even on election day.
At the late election, as per election call, the Re-
ublicans elected Benjamin F. Butler to office.
he Democrats, knowing the futility of an ef-
fort to elect one of their men, did not puta can-
{uiato in the fleld. They hoped, in some way,
o seat Mr. Scott. Butler, however, took his
office on the 14th of November. Scott claimed
to have been lepally elected, and brought suit
against Butler, in the Circuit Court here, for
the recovery of the office. The case came up on
Tuesday, before Judge Hadley, of Danville, and
at the conelusion of the evidence and discus-
sion, this morning, Mr. Hadley declared Scoit's
election invalid.

The Result of Wedunesday Night's Fire Im
the Chicago Opera-House,
CHicAaGO, Dec. 13 —The directors of the

Chieago Opera-house Stoek Company were in
session nearly all of this afternoon in the secre-

tary’s office on the third floor of the building.
The fire of last night was the subject under con-
sideration, and arwwiog from that a question
was discussed at length which may have im-
portant developments. Many complzints wers
made during the day by the renters of offices in
the building that their rooms had been broken
open and overcosts and numerous other articles
of small value taken. The thieves did not con-
fine their work to the lower floors, but went
clear to the top of the building, in fact, most of

the depredations were committed above the fire
level. Fire Chief Swenis and his marshals in-
#ist that the firemen did not go above the fifth
floor, yat on the eighth and ninth and even the
two top floora the office doors had been broken
open, furniture smashed, and articles of walue
taken. The inquiry made by the board of di-
rectors was most unsatisfactory, and the police
will probably be called on to conticue the in-
vestigation.

The Leautiful anditorium is a scene of devas-
tation and ruin not easily pietared. Daylight
and snow drifts ia through the broken dome.
The stage is bare, the carpets sosked with water
and the drapery banging limp, stained and
ruived.
